On and after th* first day of Oc­ 
tober, 1917, every parent or gtlardian 
will be required to senil all children, 
under his care, between the ages of 
eight and fifteen years, Inclusive, to 
some public or private school at least 
eight) days during each and 
every 
scholastic year. 
Provided, the boards 
of education may have power to re­ 
duce the period of compulsory attend­ 
ance to not less than sixty day* in 
any particular school In the county 
The compulsory period shall begin 
on the first day of the opening of any 
particular 
school, 
unless 
ordered 
changed by the county or crty board 
of education having charge of such 
school. 


All children having completed the 
seventh grade, and all children phys­ 
ically or m entally incapacitated for 
school work, and all children living 
more than tw'o and one-half miles 
from the nearest school are exempted 
from the operation of the attendance 
law. 


All children mentally deficient or 
otherw ise incapacitated 
for 
school 
work must provide a physician’* cer­ 
tificate certifying to the' pupil’s In­ 
ability 
before 
exemption 
on 
this 
ground can be considered. 
Also, all children In extrem e pov­ 
erty, where the services of such is 
necessary to the support of the par­ 
ent are excused from attendance, un­ 
less through charity books and cloth­ 
ing necessary to the 
comfort 
and 
school work of such child are fur­ 
nished. then the child is no longer ex­ 
cused from attendance. 
The county board of education m ust 
appoint one and not more than five 
Truant officers for the rural districts, 
and each city or Incorporate town 
must provide one or more T ruant of­ 
ficers for their districts. 
The officers 
appointed for the nival districts re ­ 
ceive not more than $3.00 per day for 
their services to be paid out of the 
eeneral funds of the county, and the 
Truant officers of the city must re­ 
ceive $3 00 per day from the general 
funds of the city.

nish each teacher the name of each 
child between the ages* of eight and 
fiften yeari who shall attend school. 
At the end of the fifth day aftef 
the opening of any particular schOol 
the principal teacher shall furnish to 
the Truant officer of her district n 
list of all .pupils within the com pul­ 
sory attendance age who have not 
enrolled in h er school and who live 
in the district. 
The T ruant officer shall at once in­ 
vestigate ail cases of non-attendance 
and where no valid reason for such 
is found, then the T ruant officer shall 
at once give a w ritten notice to the 
parent or guardian of the child or 
children, nj&t in school, which notice 
muat require the school attendance of 
such child or children w ithin three 
days from date of such notice. 
If tfithin the three days of such 


rniftee given by any T ruant officer the 
paren» does not comply with the law 
relaiive to the attendance In school 
of such child, then the Truant of­ 
ficer shall make complaint 
In 
the 
name of the State of Alabama against 
the parent or guardian, In a court 
of record in the county, which court 
has full jurisdiction over such of­ 
fenders. with full power to 
impose 
fines, compel their collection, by Im 
prisonment if necessary, 
and 
frflly 
execute the provisions of the compul­ 
sory attendance law. 
It will be illegal for any m erchant, 
corporation, or other person, without 
the written consent of the board of 
education having authority over the 
school the child should altead, to em­ 
ploy during school hours any child be­ 
tween the ages of eight and fifteen 
years.
